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President's Report 

To some people, February means 
Valentine's Day. To others it means 
Heritage Week. To me, February, 1994 
will long be associated with documents 
of all kinds. A new By-law for the 
Brant County Branch has been ap- 
proved by Council and by the time you 
receive this issue of Acorn it will have 
been mailed to Brant Branch members 
(it may become the model for a com- 
mon By-law for all branches). This 
month Council has also approved a 
strategic plan for the ACO for the next 
five years; it will go to the annual 
meeting for members to endorse it. 
And the first draft of a Branch Man- 
ual, to assist both new and existing 
branches, has been circulated. 

There were also "documents" pro- 
duced by Provincial Ministries: re- 
visions to the Planning Act, the new 
heritage legislation and revision of the 
Ontario Building Code. Alec Keefer 
represented the ACO on the Minister's 
Advisory Committee for new heritage 
legislation and Howard Chapman rep- 
resented us on the committee set up to 
review the Building Code. As pres- 
ident, I have recently attended meet- 
ings to discuss changes to the Plan- 
ning Act and the new heritage 
legislation. 

Producing documents and com- 
menting on documents is sometimes 
interesting and always time con- 
suming. This time would be well spent 
if these documents led to "the pres- 
ervation of the best examples of the ar- 
chitecture of the province", part of the 
ACO's mission statement that is print- 
ed on the inside of the cover of each is- 
sue of Acorn. I am tempted to believe 
that although documents are useful 
they have had very little affect on the 
conservation of our most important 
buildings. Every member of the ACO 
can recall fine buildings that have 
been demolished in the last few years. 
Sometimes they have been lost be- 
cause the Ontario Heritage Act is not 
strong enough, but, more often, be- 
cause municipal councils, which ad- 
minister the Act, have not been strong 
enough or because we, informed mem- 
bers of the community, have not been 
effective in bringing our concerns to 
the notice of municipal councils. Most 
sections of the current Act simply pro- 
vide enabling legislation and, in this 



respect, the new Act will not be very 
different. 

We think of the Talbot Streetscape 
(London), the Old Gait Hospital (Cam- 
bridge) and many more. We remember, 
too, that last year a group of heritage 
properties in Niagara Falls was de- 
molished to make way for new offices 
for the Ministry of Culture, Tourism 
and Recreation. It would be foolish for 
this Ministry, which is responsible for 
the new heritage legislation, to claim 
that it practices what it preaches. To 
make matters worse, Shirley Coppen, 
Associate Minister of Culture, Tourism 
and Recreation, took part in a "demoli- 
tion media conference" in Niagara 
Falls too celebrate the start of demoli- 
tion and threw a token brick through a 
window to symbolise her support for 
the project. 

In a letter to the editor of the Jan- 
uary-February 1994 issue of the On- 
tario Historical Society Bulletin, Den- 
nis Carter-Edwards, chair of the OHS 
Preservation Committee calls for the 
resignation of Ms Coppen and "if she 
hasn't the sense to understand how 
distasteful her action was, the Min- 
ister of Culture, Tourism and Rec- 
reation has no choice but to publicly 
disassociate herself from this act by 
asking for the resignation of her As- 
sociate Minister". As president, I sup- 
port Mr. Carter-Edwards' call for Ms 
Coppen's resignation and suspect that 
every member of the ACO will agree 
with me. 

People keep asking me for the latest 
report on the new Ontario Heritage 
Act. The "revised final draft" (De- 
cember 1993) includes a large number 
of minor but quite important changes 
in the "working draft" (July 1993); the 
Ministry staff are still predicting that 
the bill will be introduced into the leg- 
islature in the late spring of this year. 

The possibility that the majority of 
the buildings on the Gooderham and 
Worts site will be demolished to make 
room for high rise towers is, to me, un- 
thinkable. Long before I became in- 
volved in the architectural conserva- 
tion movement, I was fascinated by 
the complex of stone and brick build- 
ing which dominate the view to the 
north of the tracks as trains head east 
from Union Station. These buildings 
and the artifacts they contain have 
great historic and architectural im- 
portance; they are designated under 
the Ontario Heritage Act and, as a na- 



tional site, by the Historic Sites and 
Monuments Board; they have been the 
subject of studies and reports. In De- 
cember, the Toronto Historical Board 
voted 9-4 to turn down an application 
which would have led to the demolition 
of many of the buildings. In January, 
the vote on the same proposal was re- 
vered, 10-4. 

Because I was fascinated by the Goo- 
derham and Worts building long be- 
fore I knew why they were important, 
I am convinced that average Toron- 
tonians and average train passengers 
who travel east form Union Station 
are also aware of this massive, in- 
triguing complex. It is up to each mem- 
ber of the ACO, not just those who live 
in Toronto, to do everything possible to 
preserve these buildings. If you do not 
know what to do, contact me, Edna 
Hudson (president of the Toronto 
branch), or Alec Keefer (immediate 
past-president of the Toronto branch 
and senior vice-president of the ACO, 
and who has been very involved in ef- 
forts to protect the G&W site). 

The past, present and future of the 
Gooderham and Worts complex merits 
a special article in the next issue of 
Acorn. Unfortunately there is no space 
for it in this issue which concentrates 
on the conference and the annual 
meeting at the end of April.

This is in response to A.E. Beck in 
the last issue (Winter 1993). I concur 
wholeheartedly with everything you 
mentioned. As an organizer of a pros- 
pective ACO Branch in Eastern On- 
tario, I have taken generous ad- 
vantage (and some liberties) of ACO's 
call for input and have generated what 
I consider to be copious input to the 
Strategic Planning Forum. 

Regarding Spring symposia, the 
membership should certainly see the 
call for papers published in ACORN no 
later than at least six months before 
the event. 

I agree with publishing Branch Ex- 
ecutives, rather than Branch News- 
letter Editors, complete with phone 
numbers if there is no objection. After- 
all, submissions to ACORN should of 
course be directed to its Editor-in- 
Chief; the author may or may not wish 
to send a courtesy copy to the Pres- 
ident of the local branch in the area. 
Publishing deadlines should also be 
specified. Otherwise important jour- 
nal information can arrive in an un- 
timely manner. 

However, using the ACORN to ex- 
press frustration with the very society 
that publishes it should be the excep- 
tion and not a standard type of "letter 
to the editor". Responsibilities for com- 
munication begin with the activities of 
an effective Board of Directors. For 
that to happen every ACO member 
must take the responsibility for ap- 
proaching members they respect, or 
putting their own names forward to sit 
on the board, even if they do not in- 
tend to take a portfolio at the be- 
ginning of his/her term. All members 
should be encouraged directly by news- 
letter or other more personal cor- 



respondence to consider voting at the 
AGM, with opportunity to vote by 
proxy where attendance is not pos- 
sible. 

Let a nominating Committee be ap- 
pointed now which can publish its re- 
port in ACORN, complete with qual- 
ifications of the nominee, and the 
proxy form too, before the AGM (dates 
not yet published in ACORN). And, of 
course, allow the nominating com- 
mittee to conduct the election portion 
of AGM with generous opportunity for 
nominations from the floor.

P.S.: For expedient quality communication 
to take place, there should be fax arrange- 
ments in place at every level. High long dis- 
tance costs can be avoided by sending com- 
munications over the wire in the non-peak 
hours.

GOODERHAM & WORTS 
REDEVELOPMENT 

It was great to see the news coverage 
in the Toronto Star, Feb. 12 and the 
Globe and Mail, Feb. 16, pertaining to 
the controversy over the 11 acre Goo- 
derham & Worts distillery site. 

Kudos to Alex Keefer of Toronto 
ACO, who was interviewed and spoke 
out to protest the redevelopment of the 
Gooderham & Worts distillery build- 
ings, into high priced condominiums 
and glitzy boutiques. Mr. Keefer said 
that the buildings should be re- 
developed to house institutions or an 
appropriate industry. This is a rea- 
sonable and highly desirable al- 
ternative and should be considered. 
Redevelopment alternatives would re- 
quire a search for more creative uses, a 
longer hatching period, and new in- 
novation to create a "sense of place", a 
"look" and "feel 1 *, in a historical context. 

Creating boutiques, offices, and con- 
dominiums in the downtown area, 
would presumably create intensified 
use along with generating big bucks. 
But this route is the easy way out for 
reviving old industrial sites. And, do 
we need more boutiques, and do they 
belong in heritage buildings? Bou- 
tiques and malls in gutted old build- 



ings appear to be floating in a time 
warp. Heritage structures converted to 
condos have sacrificed much exterior 
integrity - nip out a window here, in- 
stall a new doorway there, to create a 
functioning and salable condo. Of 
course, the redeveloped buildings 
would be saved, but do we want her- 
itage structures to undergo cosmetic 
surgery to such a degree that we can 
no longer recognize them as the build- 
ings they were meant to be? Or should 
we opt for clever reproductions? Have 
we learned nothing of Facadism over 
the last decade? 

The 11 acre Waterloo Seagram dis- 
tillery site draws many parallels to this 
situation, but unfortunately we did not 
have the choice for their re- 
development, and now the remaining 
buildings are standing among a field of 
rubble. 

The redevelopment of heritage sites 
is essential, but developers, city coun- 
cils and heritage authorities must work 
together.

Mrs. Julia Beck, President, wel- 
comed the gathering of some 65 mem- 
bers, and thanked our hosts, Mr. and 
Mrs. Ian Angus, for allowing the ACO 
to hold the 60th Anniversary Annual 
General Meeting at their home, Bat- 
terwood House. 

MINUTES 

It was moved by the Secretary, sec- 
onded by Mrs. Marian Garland, that 
the minutes of the previous Annual 
General Meeting be accepted as cir- 
culated. CARRIED. 

BUSINESS ARISING 

The President advised that, in the 
matter of Chiefswood, the letters 
which she sent to the Historic Sites 
and Monuments Board, Ministry of the 
Environment, and the The Honourable 
Joe Clark, Minister Responsible for 
Constitutional Affairs, have brought a 
notable response - six letters signed by 
Minister of the Environment Jean 
Charest, for example. As a result of 
this effort, Chiefswood has been des- 
ignated a site of architectural, in addi- 
tion to historical, significance. The 
first stage of the work has been con- 
tracted and John White, Chair of His- 
toric Sites, will unveil a plaque once 
this phase is completed. She stressed 
the important role taken by the Brant 
County Branch in the restoration of 
Chiefswood. 

Based on the report of the Minister's 
Advisory Committee on Heritage Leg- 
islation for the Province, the Ministry 
of Culture and Communications has 
developed a cabinet submission re- 
questing cabinet approval to proceed 
with the legislation. It has been re- 
ceived by a special committee of cab- 
inet, and was expected to be sent to 



cabinet before the end of April. 

Mrs. Beck reported that the Des- 
ignated Property Grants program was 
still functioning, but it's future un- 
certain. 

FINANCIAL 

Mrs. Debra Farrell, Treasurer, pre- 
sented the Consolidated Statements 
and the Auditor's Report for the year 
ended December 31, 1992 and supplied 
a copy of the Auditor's Statement to 
each Branch Treasurer. Clarification 
was requested and received on items 
relating to donations, improvements to 
the Skinner-Jackson House, and Re- 
stricted Funds. Mrs. Farrell then 
moved adoption of the Financial Re- 
port, seconded by Mrs. Betty Dash- 
wood.

APPOINTMENT OF AUDITORS 

It was moved by Mrs. Farrell, sec- 
onded by Mr. Sculthorpe, that Black- 
well Sparks, Chartered Accountants, 
be appointed auditors for the coming 
year, and that Council be authorized 
to fix their remuneration. CARRIED. 

PRESIDENT'S REPORT 

The President expressed her very 
great pleasure in welcoming those 
present to beautiful Batterwood, and 
her gratitude to Daphne and Ian An- 
gus for allowing the Conservancy to 
hold the Annual General Meeting in 
their home. She noted that the 60th 
Anniversary Year would also be cel- 
ebrated by "Hidden Treasures", a se- 
ries of bus tours along heritage high- 
ways, and by the publication of a book 
based on the Eric Arthur collection of 
photographs in the Provincial Ar- 
chives. 

In reviewing the year's activities, 
Mrs. Beck harked back to last year's 
AGM, and reported that Peter Stokes' 
motion to the effect that Chiefswood 
should be recognized as a building of 
architectural significance led to an ex- 
change of letters with the appropriate 
Federal Ministers and designation by 
the Historic Sites and Monuments 
Board. She congratulated Dr. Stokes 
and the Brant County Branch, who 
have played a significant role in the 
restoration of Chiefswood. Mrs. Beck 
also noted the success of the two con- 
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ferences held in conjunction with AGM 
*92 and AGM *93, and announced that 
the 1994 conference theme will deal 
with the use of historic residences for 
public functions, with Cambridge as 
the possible locale. 

The Skinner-Jackson House at Cam- 
den East, which was purchased by the 
ACO through the Ministry's Com- 
munity Heritage Fund program, has 
been leased for the past year to master 
carpenter Randy Rhem. With his la- 
bour and that donated by members of 
the Port Hope and Quinte Branches, 
interior upgrading is almost complete. 
The President thanked all those who 
have contributed to this phase of the 
project. Donations of $4,000.00 have 
been received to date. The possibility 
of directing the Heritage Fund into the 
rental of this and other future prop- 
erties as Heritage Holiday Cottages is 
being explored. 

Application has been made to the 
Bronfman Foundation for a grant of 
$30,000.00 over three years to assist 
the ACO in developing recommenda- 
tions that came out of this year's con- 
ference. The major fund-raising in- 
itiative for 1993-94 will be the 
publication and sale of a "cash cal- 
endar" as outlined in a proposal to 
Council by Vice-President Rod Ange 1 
vaare. Other activities for the coming 
year will include reorganization of the 
office with a part-time heritage ad- 
ministrator, visits by the President to 
the remaining branches, biennial 
meetings of the Branch Presidents, 
and two of the four Council meetings 
being held outside Toronto. Mrs. Beck 
reported the appointment of Howard 
Chapman as the ACO representative 
on a Provincial Government committee 
for revision of the Ontario Building 
Code. She further announced that For- 
mer President and long-time member 
Donna Baker had sent particular 
greetings to the 60th Anniversary 
Meetings along with her sincere re- 
grets for being unable to attend. 

The President concluded by thank- 
ing the members of the Executive and 
chairs of committees for their support 
throughout the past year, and con- 
gratulated A.K. Sculthorpe and Cathe- 
rine Ramsey and their local organizing 
committee, as well as conference co- 
ordinator Alfred Holden, on the week- 
end's outstanding success. 



REVISED BY-LAWS 

Mr. Alec Keefer distributed copies of 
the original and proposed versions of 
the By-law, and presented the report 
of the ad hoc committee for revision of 
the By-law. He noted that the first 
consideration was the use of inclusive 
language, as directed by last year's 
AGM. It was moved by Robert Scul- 
thorpe, seconded by Lynda Schneider, 
that the Annual General Meeting of 
the Architectural Conservancy of On- 
tario Inc. ratify the revised version of 
By-Law I as circulated. Branches and 
individuals should consider the docu- 
ment, and any further revisions con- 
templated should be sent to Council. 
CARRIED with no objections or ab- 
stentions.

NEW BUSINESS 

Mrs. Sculthorpe inquired of the cur- 
rent situation at Cruickston Park. 
Mrs. Beck reported that, while the im- 
mediate danger of redevelopment has 
passed, the report of the University's 
Advisory Committee has come out in 
favour of some development of the site. 
One member of the committee, Mi- 
chael Keefer, has produced a minority 
report. She noted that the Advisory 
Committee did not include an architect 
and that the outbuildings were not 
considered. It was moved by Dr. 
Stokes, seconded by Mr. Emberly, that 
the ACO set up a committee to explore 
possible solution to the future steward- 
ship of the Cruickston Park Farm es- 
tate and its buildings by the Uni- 
versity of Guelph, including its use 
and enjoyment in its entirety by such 
mechanisms as land trusts ancj/or 
mangement by an estate agent ded- 
icated to its preservation. CARRIED. 
Mrs. Schneider informed the Meeting 
that close to $4 million in assets had 
been received by the University in ad- 
dition to the Farm itself. Mr. Emberly 
quoted from Wilks Reefer's will which 
indicated his intention to keep the es- 
tate intact. 

OTHER BUSINESS 

Mrs. Beck reminded the Meeting of 
the closing resolution of the Confer- 
ence, which was that the ACO be 
asked to set up a committee to con- 
sider and address the resolutions that 
were passed. It was therefore moved 
by Mrs. Sculthorpe, seconded by Mrs. 
Sowby, that the Annual General Meet- 
ing of the ACO ask that a committee 
be struck to review the presentations, 
comments and recommendations of the 
1993 Conference, and formulate gener- 
al principles which can be put forward 
to municipalities with regard to land 
use intensification. After some dis- 
cussion, it was moved by Mrs. Ganton, 
seconded by Mrs. Marg Zavaros, that 
the committee limit itself to those mat- 
ters which were the topic of the confer- 
ence. It was agreed by the mover and 
seconder of the original motion that 
this amendment be accepted, and the 
revised motion was put to a vote.

The Architectural Conservancy of Ontario (ACO) is co-sponsoring this conference with the Ontario Museum Association and the Ontario Heritage 
Foundation to explore the use of a variety of buildings in Ontario which once were homes but have now changed their original purpose, and also to look 
at the proper management of a real estate bequest.

PREAMBLE 

In 1933 Eric Arthur, Professor of Archi- 
tecture at the University of Toronto, con- 
cerned about the continuing loss of im- 
portant historic buildings in Ontario, met 
with a group of equally concerned and in- 
fluential citizens including William Caw- 
thra, Reverend Henry Cody, Alice Janet 
Corns tock, Harriet Praser, Dunnington 
Grub, Robert Laidlaw, Gerald Larkin, Vin- 
cent Massey and Mildred Wotherspon. 
That meeting led to the formation of the 
Architectural Conservancy of Ontario and, 
a few years later, to the purchase of the 
Barnum House in Grafton. The goal of the 
new organization was to preserve the best 
examples of architecture in the Province 
and to protect its places of natural beauty. 

From this small but significant be- 
ginning grew an organization that today 



has members based in ten branches across 
the Province. The goals of the ACO have 
remained much the same, but with an in- 
creasing emphasis on education and in- 
formation. With the advent of the Ontario 
Heritage Act in 1974, interest in the con- 
servation of historic buildings increased 
greatly. Local Architectural Conservation 
Advisory Committees were set up in many 
communities to administer the act locally. 
The Ontario Heritage Foundation, created 
in 1968, together with the Ministry of Cit- 
izenship and Culture provided funding to 
assist property owners to conserve and re- 
store their historic buildings. The private 
sector responded with specialization by ar- 
chitects and consultants. Conferences, 
workshops, publications and tours of his- 
toric areas became common events in many 
communities across Ontario. 

Although the ACO can take pride in hav- 
ing been at the forefront in championing 
the cause of conservation in Ontario, it fac- 
es the challenge of continuing to play a 
leading role in a field now crowded with 
similar organizations. Over the past ten 
years, membership has remained static 
and, more recently, funding assistance has 
been harder to come by. To address these 
concerns it was deemed appropriate to call 
the membership together to discuss and de- 
termine roles of the Conservancy, and to 
formulate a Strategic Plan for the next five 
years. On November 27, 1993, and January 
24, 1994, two Strategic Planning Forums 
were held and on February 12, 1994 their 
findings were debated at Council. A key 
question was this: with so many organiza- 
tions now operating in the field of archi- 
tectural conservation, how can the ACO 
best contribute in the years to come? 

MANDATE 

INTRODUCTION 

Barnum House was chosen by Eric Ar- 
thur because it was one of the best ex- 
amples of Loyalist architecture in Canada 
and its future was uncertain. Architectural 
merit does not depend on age or style, how- 
ever. The ACO strives for the conservation 
of each community's significant buildings 
and associated landscapes by encouraging 
retention and thoughtful reuse and by dis- 
couraging the intrusion of unrelated build- 
ing forms and uses into existing landscapes 
and streetscapes. For many years, the 
mandate of the ACO has been summarized 
in the following statement: 

The Architectural Conservancy of 
Ontario was incorporated to preserve 
the best examples of architecture in 
the Province and to protect its places 
of natural beauty. 

When this statement was analysed by 
the Forum, some participants felt it did not 
adequately reflect the ACO's expanded role 



in public education and awareness and the 
the phrase "to protect its places of natural 
beauty" was too vague. Council rec- 
ommended that the original motto be re- 
tained, supplemented by a mandate pro- 
posed by the Strategic Planning Forum, 
which reads as follows: 

The mandate of the Architectural 
Conservancy of Ontario Inc. is to 
inform, educate and broaden 
understanding of the value of 
buildings of architectural significance 
and their associated landscapes, and 
to contribute to their conservation 
where appropriate. 

OBJECTIVES 

• To retain the original motto of the 
ACO as a vision statement. 

• To adopt the above statement proposed 
by the Forum as the mandate of the 
ACO. 

• To resolve the question of whether oth- 
er forms of cultural landscapes should 
be included in the mandate. 

CHARTER AND BY-LAW 

INTRODUCTION 

The Architectural Conservancy of On- 
tario is an incorporated entity which oper- 
ates under a charter and enjoys charitable 
status governed by the Charities Ac- 
counting Act. The conduct of the affairs of 
the ACO, both provincially and through its 
branches, is regulated by means of Letters 
Patent and By-law No. 1, revisions to 
which were approved at the Annual Gener- 
al Meeting of April 25, 1993. 

The By-law covers such matters as the 
make-up and powers of the Provincial 
Council, the Branches and the Advisory 
Board, quorum and meetings, voting, mem- 
bership, fees, annual and other meetings, 
committees, indemnity, and interpretation 
and revision of by-laws. It has been ad- 
vised by legal counsel that Branches adopt 
a similar by-law to govern Branch activities. 

OBJECTIVES 

• To maintain the existing By-law No. 1 

• To encourage branches to be familiar 
with By-law No. 1 

• To identify the geographic boundaries 
of each Branch 

• To adopt Branch by-laws modelled on 
By-law No. 1, with appendices where 
necessary, to replace any existing 
Branch constitutions. 

IMPLEMENTATION 

Year 1: Each Branch to submit a map 
andVbr a written description of 
its territory. 
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Year 2; Council to consult with Branches 
with regard to replacing Branch 
constitutions with by-laws 
modelled on By-law No. 1. 

ORGANIZATION 

INTRODUCTION 

The ACO is an organization that oper- 
ates on two levels - provincially through its 
Ontario Council and locally through the 
ten branches located in Brant County, 
Cambridge, Huron County, Hamilton, Lon- 
don, North Waterloo, Oxford County, Port 
Hope, Quinte, and Toronto. 

The council is made up of both elected 
and appointed members. The elected mem- 
bers include a President, Senior Vice- 
President, two Vice-Presidents, Treasurer 
and Secretary. Along with the Past- 
President, they serve as the Executive 
Committee. Also elected are a limited num- 
ber of Members-at-Large, chosen for their 
expertise in crucial areas such as finance. 
The appointed members are drawn from 
the branches, namely the Branch Pres- 
idents and one other representative from 
each of the ten branches. The only addi- 
tional appointed member is the Chairman 
of the Advisory Board, a group made up 
mainly of architects, and other pro- 
fessionals in related fields, who may be 
called upon for consultation and advice 
where significant buildings or landscapes 
are at risk. The Chairman of the Advisory 
Board is appointed by Council. Branches 
are required under By-law No. 1 to elect a 
similar slate of officers - President, Vice- 
President, Treasurer, and Secretary, or 
Secretary-Treasurer. In addition, each fis- 
cal year they are required to hold at least 
two executive committee meetings and one 
general meeting, and to engage in one ad- 
ditional local activity. Branches have the 
right to raise funds for local administration 
and projects. 

The Ontario Council meets four times a 
year and is responsible for conducting the 
Annual General Meeting held in April. In 
addition, Council has created a number of 
standing committees such as Program De- 
velopment, Membership & Publicity, Fund- 
Raising and Publications, which meet as 
needed. 

The ACO employs a part-time ad- 
ministrator, and pays for the services of a 
part-time bookkeeper, an auditor and legal 
counsel as needed. 

OBJECTIVES 

• To maintain the existing organization 
of the ACO. 

• To upgrade the position of Administrator 
to full-time. 



IMPLEMENTATION 

Year 3: ACO to achieve the objective of 

employing a full-time administrator 
by means of initiatives found in the 
Finances section of the Strategic 
Han. 

ROLES AND RESPONSIBILITIES 
INTRODUCTION 

Roles and responsibilities of the Archi- 
tectural Conservancy may be grouped into 
those of the Ontario Council and those of 
the Branches. 

Ontario Council is the policy making 
arm of the organization. It oversees fi- 
nances, provides continuity, coordination 
and essential services such as insurance 
coverage and the audit. Council serves as a 
forum for airing problems and obtaining 
advice and information to help solve them. 
To ensure that the ACOs voice is heard on 
issues of province-wide importance, Coun- 
cil sends representative to serve on such 
committees as the Minister's Advisory 
Committee on Heritage Legislation and the 
Review of the Ontario Building Code. It is 
the responsibility of Ontario Council to pro- 
duce the provincial newsletter Acorn, pub- 
lished four time a year. As required by By- 
law No. 1, Council arranges and conducts 
the Annual General Meeting. Usually held 
in one of the Branch territories, the AGM 
is preceded by an Annual Conference. The 
two events provide guest speakers, group 
discussions, site visits, tours and the op- 
portunity for members to discuss mutual 
problems and successes. 

The Branches, being rooted in the local 
community, are generally proactive, inter- 
vening swiftly as an independent watch- 
dog as local conditions demand. They ad- 
vise and inform through their local activ- 
ities of meetings, lectures, tours, awards, 
publications and membership. Branch sup- 
port for the Ontario Council includes their 
representation on it and a financial con- 
tribution towards maintaining the pro- 
vincial administration. 

To some extent, the ACO has evolved a 
side-to-side rather than a top-down struc- 
ture, with Council representing ACO inter- 
ests at the Provincial level and providing 
back-up resources for the Branches. In ad- 
dition, Council is responsible for certain 
overriding functions related to the govern- 
ance of the organization, as described 
above. 

Forum discussions demonstrated that 
two aspects of this dual organizational 
structure need to be addressed - clar- 
ification of the roles and responsibilities for 
each, and communication of this in- 
formation to the membership. There was a 
perception that Council has been involving 
itself in project which could be better 



achieved by the branches and which have 
drained resources away from its core func- 
tions. 

OBJECTIVES 

• To clarify the roles and responsibilities 
of Council and the Branches and to 
communicate this information to all 
concerned. 

IMPLEMENTATION 

Yearl: 

• Prepare a manual which clearly 
outlines the roles and responsibilities 
of Council and the Branches for the 
information of all members and 
potential new Branches. 

• Reassess the structure of standing 
committees and improve their 
effectiveness. 

Years 1-5: 

• Recruit Members-at-Large with 
expertise in various aspects of ACO 
activities. 

• Branches to review their activities to 
ensure that they reflect and support 
the objectives of the organization as a 
whole, that is to say, that they conform 
to By-law No. 1 and serve to carry 
forward the mandate of the ACO. 

• ACO President to meet with the 
Executive of each Branch annually. 

FINANCES 

INTRODUCTION 

The ACO at the provincial level is fi- 
nanced from two main sources, member- 
ship fees and government grants. Ad- 
ministrative costs include office rent, office 
supplies, administrator's salary, insurance 
and annual audit. A portion of each Branch 
member's membership fee amounting to 
$10 is submitted by the Branches, and an 
annual operating grant is provided by the 
Ministry of Culture, Tourism and Rec- 
reation. 

In addition to the general operating 
fund, the ACO has five restricted funds. In- 
terest from the Richardson Fund, the Bi- 
eniewski Fund and the Eric Arthur Fund is 
available for special projects or prizes; in- 
terest from the Acorn Endowment Fund 
pays a portion of the cost of publication. 
The Heritage Properties Fund was derived 
from the Ministry's Community Heritage 
Fund matching grants program. It was 
used to purchase and help restore a prop- 
erty in Camden East and to provide low- 
interest loans for other designated building 
restoration projects. The five-year contract 
with the program terminated February 25, 
1992, but the ACO is obligated to proceed 
with its commitment to the property in 
Camden East. 
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A major concern expressed by par- 
ticipants of the two Forums was for the fi- 
nancial stability of the ACO. Long-time 
members stated that the organization's 
greatest need was a reliable ongoing source 
of income. Others expressed the view that 
too heavy reliance on government oper- 
ating grants could compromise the ACO's 
ability to act as an independent watch-dog 
of conservation issues, and that it encour- 
ages dependence on a diminishing re- 
source. 

OBJECTIVES 

• To put the organization on a sound fi- 
nancial footing so that it can operate 
efficiently and maintain its in- 
dependent voice in the heritage com- 
munity. 

• To secure a reliable on-going source of 
funds which, together with member- 
ship dues, will support the organiza- 
tion's administrative costs. 

• To increase expertise in financial man- 
agement. 

• To include the need for improved office 
facilities and staffing in financial plan- 
ning. 

• To dispose of the property at Camden 
East when conditions are favourable. 

IMPLEMENTATION 

• Ongoing source of funds: 

Year 1 review methods of obtaining 

donations, endowments. 
Years 1-5 proceed with Fund-Raising. 
Years 1-5 increase membership. 

• Increased expertise: 

Years 1-5 recruit Members -at-Large

• Improved head office: 

Year 1 make use of government 

programs to appoint temporary 
staff. 

Year 1 assess current facilities and 
equipment and determine 
long-range requirements. 

• Property at Camden East: 

Year 1 investigate opportunities for 
sale, reactivate the Heritage 
Properties Committee. 

Year 2 assess current situation. 

MEMBERSHIP 

INTRODUCTION 

Membership in the ACO is open to all in- 
terested individuals and groups upon pay- 
ment of an annual membership fee to a 
Branch or to head office, Currently the 
membership is made up of Branch and Sus- 
taining Members. Branch Members are the 
most numerous and are individuals who 



wish to be informed of local issues and par- 
ticipate in social events. Sustaining Mem- 
bers make their application to join directly 
to head office. Although they wish to sup- 
port the ideals and objectives of the ACO, 
their interest lies in provincial rather than 
local issues. 

There are, at present, a limited number 
of Corporate Members, with a single cor- 
porate vote; Life Members, who are ad- 
mitted on payment of a special entrance fee 
and therefore do not pay an annual mem- 
bership fee; Student Members and Senior 
Members. A Supporting Member category, 
which carries special privileges, was intro- 
duced in the 1993 revision of the By-law. 
Honorary membership, exempt from the 
annual fee, may be conferred on in- 
dividuals who have rendered an important 
service to the ACO. 

A recent analysis of membership records 
of the past ten years revealed that our 
membership level has been virtually static 
over that period. Although new members 
continue to be added, and equal number 
leave. This was a major concern and gener- 
ated much discussion at the Forums. Par- 
ticipants stressed the importance of ex- 
panding our membership, not just within 
Branch territories but across the Province, 
in order to increase the public profile of the 
ACO and the part it plays in carrying out 
the main mandate of conservation in the 
Province of Ontario. 

OBJECTIVES 

• Extend and promote membership to in- 
dividuals, groups and institutions 
throughout the Province 

• Strengthen existing branches. 

• Create new branches. 

IMPLEMENTATION 

Year 1 • Planning and research for 
province-wide membership 
campaign. 

Year 2 • Major membership campaign 
to be carried out. 

Year 2 • Revision of ACO brochures and 
membership forms to provide 
more information on member- 
ship profile. 

• Head Office to augment data on 
membership using information 
from revised membership forms 
and upgrade of computer 
program. 

Years 3-5 •Expert-run workshops on 
maintaining and building 
memberships. 
• Founding of new branches. 

PUBLIC EDUCATION AND 
AWARENESS 

INTRODUCTION 



Public education and awareness have be- 
come increasingly important activities of 
the Conservancy. New legislation, new pri- 
orities, new restoration techniques need to 
be communicated and discussed. 

At the provincial level, the Annual Con- 
ference held immediately preceding the 
AGM has become a major event, attracting 
delegates from many disciplines and geo- 
graphical areas beyond branch territory. 
The ACO newsletter, Acorn, which is the 
organization main communication vehicle, 
is highly regarded in the conservation field. 
Forum participants urged that it be given 
wider circulation. Other outreach activities 
such as workshops, book publication, ed- 
ucational videos, lectures, tours and such 
are also seen as valuable pursuits. How- 
ever, Forum participants stated that the fo- 
cus of ACO outreach needs to be more 
clearly defined. Target groups should be 
identified - members, Municipal Councils, 
school children, young people - and the best 
means of reaching them determined. 

Branches have been effective in their use 
of public awareness initiatives such as 
press releases, City Council appearances, 
lectures, publications, walking tours and a 
host of other activities which afford the 
Branch a high profile in the community. In 
a few cases, a Branch has established a 
Community Heritage Fund and, using 
their local knowledge and expertise, has 
purchased, restored and resold designated 
buildings or has carried out a program of 
low-interest loans. Full use has been made 
of the publicity value of these endeavours. 

Public education and awareness were 
recognized by Forum participants as being 
a very important role of the ACO and one 
in which we have had considerable success 
at both the branch and the provincial level. 

OBJECTIVES 

• To continue and expand the program of 
public education and awareness at 
both the branch and provincial levels. 

• To identify target audiences and ap- 
propriate awareness programs. 

• To increase the circulation of Acorn to 
include LACAC's and other bodies and 
institutions. 

IMPLEMENTATION

REPRESENTATION AT THE 
PROVINCIAL LEVEL 

INTRODUCTION 

One of the most valued activities of the 
ACO has been its participation in the de- 
bate of Province-wide issues. This has been 
achieved by members serving on com- 
mittees, such as the Minister's Advisory 
Committee on Heritage Legislation and the 
Revision of the Ontario Building Code, 
which deal with particular issues, and rep- 
resenting the ACO on inter-organizational 
bodies such as the Ontario Heritage Al- 
liance. 

Of particular note is the role of the Ad- 
visory Board in providing expert counsel on 
the importance, condition and conservation 
of historic properties. It was recognized by 
the Forum that the Advisory Board adds 
greatly to the prestige and public profile of 
the ACO and that it should be assured the 
status it deserves. 

OBJECTIVES 

•To continue representation of the 
ACO's mandate at the provincial level. 

•To attain for the Advisory Board the 
status which is presently held by the 
Ontario Historical Society in this func- 
tion. 

•To increase the number of members of 
the Advisory Board and its repre- 
sentation across the province.
